On  my  return  from  the  Upper  Camnhell 
Lakers  in  July  last  I  was-Mrtained  lor  a  day  at 
Campbell  River  Landing  awaiting  a  steamer 
to  take  me  to  Vancouver. 

Campbell  River  is  ^far  famed.  It  ts^  known 
to  Canadian,  American  and  British  sportsmen 
as  the  best  fishing  ground,  or  one  of  tlie  best 
fishing  grounds  in  the  world,  tor  Tyce  or  King 
salmon,  a  game  fish  which  sr^metimes  tips  the 
scales  at  seventy  or  cigbty  pounds. 

Here  it  was  then,  at  the  very  border  of  this 
wond^Vland  of  the  fisiicrraan.  that  I  foun4..m.y--.. 
self  witli  tinTe  on  my  hands  and  such  essentials 
.as- a  salmon  rod'-and  line -and  necessary  acces- 
sories in  my  kit.     I  decided -to  try  my  luck. 

Right  at  the  beginning  my  fortune  wa-s 
good.  L  was  able  to.  secure  the^crvice?  of  one. 
of  the  most  expert  boatmen  on  the  coast,  a 
man  who  had  been  a  hunter.  fi>herman  and 
trapper  for  a  dozen  years.  Nvith  headquarters 
at  Campbell  River.  To  him  is  due  in  large 
measAire -the  success  wMch  attended^  rny  fir^t 
en courUifWithFtKe  mighty  .Tyee. 

My  iir-^t  laste  6i  the  Tyees  fighting  qual- 
ities came  early  in' the  morning.  I  liooked  a  ' 
fish  \yhich  seemed  little  brothglLto.  a  whale 
and,  owing  to  an  unfortunate  tangle  which 
prevented  the  free  Tun  of  the  line  through  the 
rings  on  the  rod,-I  lost  the. fish  and  the  major 
porti6nrortTTe'^ltii€'r~~ 

In  the  evening,  after  an  early  dinner,  1  went 
-  'at  it  again;  having  procured  a  new  line.     This 
/time  J    wa,s  more'^successfnl.     I    was  using  a 
.shortl^lTin'g~^"T7a"ther~Tig¥t"Tme;;sixty; 

yards  l(,ng.:  a  multiplying  reel  and  a  silver- 
plated  spoon  .^ix.  inches  in  length.  The  h^-ok 
was  large  with  a  very  long  barb,  and  the  leaden 
sinker  weighed  two  ounces.. 

The  fishing  groiind, 'the  best  si)ot  for  the 
big  fellows,  according  to  my  experiepced  guidCj^ 
lay  in  the  salt  water  near  the  mouth  of,  the 
river  and  just  opposite  an  Indian  village.  Dn 
the  way  out  to  'the  battlefield  .1.  landed  three 
or  four  Cohoe.^.  each  wcigViing  about  twelve 
pounds,  and  •all  of  small  importance  rnmp,arcd 
with  the   great  Tyec.  •'    ~ 


This  was  no  hyperbole,  as  I  discovered. 
Later  1  foun.l  1  had  hooked  my  fish  in  th-e  up- 
per jaw  where  the  hook  -would  not  loosen  or 
pull  out. 

As  the  big  salmon  hit  the  water. again  after 
hisdeap.  he  began  to  fight,  and  for  forty'min- 
ute.s.  until  1  bad  landed  Him,  he  and  1  battled 
as  1  had  never  battled  in  my  life  with  a  game 
fi.sh.  He  began  witli  a  series  of  terrific  rushes 
which  whirled,  each  time,  nearly  two  humired 
feet  of  iinefrom  the  reel.     As  the  rush  would 


..begin,  my  guide  would  pull  the  boat  for' all  he  " 
was  worth,  after  the  fi.sh,  to  enable  me  to  feel 
in  a  tew  yards  in  preparation  for  the  next  rush. 
When  he  tired  of  rushing,  the  Tyee  would 
shoot  to  the  surface  and  into  the  air.  shaking^ 
and  flipping  himself  in  his  attempts  to  tear  the 
hook  out.  Then  he  would  revert  to,  the  rushes 
again  Me  went  in  every  direction.  Twice  he 
^toreJike  a  torpedo  under  the  boat  and  away

:Qur'd)oat  was  just  slapping  ^thejwater  in 
response  to  the  motion  from  the  outer  body, 
and  we  had  just  arrived  when  1  felt  a  fierce 
strike,  totally  unlike  the  eftorls  of  the  Cohoes. 
The  line  huiunied,  .stopped  and  then  rose  to- 
wards the  level  with  grcatfapid.ity.  Then, 
with  a  rush  thai  ma<le  flie  blood  tingle  Inde- 
scribably and almost  awed  me.  as  I  held 'the.! 

tod,  a  magnificent.  King  salmon  leaped  clear 
'of  the  water  and  fell  back  with  a  splash.  Four 
,ictt..l.ottg  a"^  gleaming  like  silver  he  was,  in 

all  truth  a  king  of  fishes. 
-        "This  is  The  best  time  of  year,"'  said  .--my 
guid^^VJ'they  are  full  of  fight  now."-

With  a  strong  glove  on  my  left  hand. I  bad 
been  checking  the  fish  as  much  as  I  tliought 
the  tackle  would  .staniL_and.jK).th  jrnl  and  1^^^^^ 
were  tested  to  thej^imit  of  endurance  before  I 
.had  that  Tyee  tired  out.  -^_ 

'  It  was  only  after  half  an  hour  of  the  hard- 
est kind  of  fighting  that  the  big  fellow  showed 
signs  of  exhaustion,  and  after  .skulking  for  a 
time  at  the  bottom  and  bemg^torce^  to  the 
surface  by  the  steady  pull' on  the  line,  he  made 
a  few  final  struggles  and  slowly  turned  on  his 
side.  The  King  was  beaten.  .\s  1  reeled  in 
the  last  of  the  line  the  boatn;ian  planted  the 
..atf  firmlv  in  the  fish's  throat  and  lifted  him 
over  thevside.  _  . 

When  we  got  him  ovLlhe^  scale  we  found  his 
'  weight    to   be  exactly   ssl^oands,  tlie  record 
weight  for  the  season  up  to  date.

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SOME  SUMMER  FLOWERING  SHRUBS 


One  of  the  most  beautiful  ivurSery  gardens 
in  the  world  is  that  of- Messrs.  James  Vcitch  & 
Sons  at  Coombe  Wood,  Kintgston  Hill,  Eng- 
land.   This  is  only  one  of  their  ijianyfrb.<ji:ticul^  v 
tural  establishments,  and  it  is  difficult  to  de-' 
scribe  one  as  more  interesting  than  the  other. 
We  went  there  a  few  days  ago  for  the  purpose 
of  choosfiig  a  few  shrubs  that  flowef  at  this 
sort  qf  between-seasons,  as  a  guide  to  those 
who" are. not  wishful  for  mere  collections,  but 
who  require  a  few  beautiful  kinds  to, group  or 
plant  as  fancy  dictates.     It  is  only  by  record- 
ing the  shriLib's~"or  any  other  plants  that  bloom 
at. certain  seasons  oi.the  year  that  one  knows 
which     id     select     \vhen  _  late     autumn     and 
winter     once     again     comes     round     to     re- 
mind us  of  the  preparations  for  anothcx^year. 
The   Mock  Oranges  (PJiiladclphus)    are  often... 
■  represented  as  unruly  shrubs  that  fling  their  • 
shoots  hither  and  thither  and  bear  flbwefS  that, 
-through  their  overpowering  fragrance,  are  un- 
pleasant. But  the  great  hybridist,  Lemoine.  has - 

•  raised  a  delightful  race  which  may  be  called 
"dwarf,"  that  isT'STinrbs  tor  grouping  to  give 
beauty  and  a  soft  scent  in  the  early  summer. 
The  writer  saw  two  kinds  of  infinite  chanu. 

-  One  is  called  Gerbe  de  Neige.  This  grows 
about  3  feet  higti.  has  spreading  leafy  shoots, 
which  at  this  season  are  wreathed  with  semi- 
double  white  odorous  flowers,  and,  happily,  not 
only  i.'^.  the  shrub  as  hardy  as  an  Oak,  but  it 
enjoys  ordinary  garden  sojL  A  mass  of  this 
near'  the  woodland  or  the ,  house  itself  nsn 
pleasant  flower-picture  in  early  June.  'Another 
hybrid  of  great  distinctness  is  Conquette, 
which  has  larger  flowers',  white,  faintly'  per- 
fumed, and  borne  with  that  freedom  character- 

istic  of  the  I^lock  Orange.  ...    . 

Olearia  stellulata. — This  is' less  familiar 
than  O.  Haastii,  but  it  is  quite  as  worthy  of 
consideration.  It  is  a  good  garden  shrub,  dark 
in  leaf  coloring  ami  smothered  •  witik  .starry 
white'  flowers'  for  many  days  in  June.  The 
.  .growth  does  not  reach  more  than  4  feet  at  the 
utmost,  and  its  denseness,  hardiness  and,  if  one 
may  -so  express  "it,  "all-round  iisefulnctjs" 
should  win  it  greater  favor  in  the  English  gar- 
den.  The  plants  at  Coonil>e  WO'ul  are  in. or-  , 
dinary  garden  soil,  and  have  triuniplicd  against 
■the  severest  winters. 

Escallonia  philippiana  and  E.  langleyensis. 
— There  is  an  impression  that  the  Escallonias 
-"    are  not  hardy,  but  this  is  erroneous.    E.  philpi- 
"pian^  at  Coombe  Wood  has  vveathercfl   man\- 
winters,  and  those  who  know" this  nursery  gar- 
den cannot  describe  it  as  sheltered.     It  is  on  a  ' 
hill  sloping  to  a  valley,  then  rising  again   in  a 
fair  vision  of  flowering  trees  and  shrubs  in  the 
:•    distance  with'the  view  beyond.     E.  philippiana 
is  a  bush  which  reaches  quite  6  feet  high  when 
its  .full  development  has  been  reached  ;  the  deep 
green  leaves  are  thick  on  the  shoots,-and  at  this 
time.glnioM.hidden  with  a  cloud  of  wliite  flow- 
ers.-    Bui   the    Kcallonia   that   a p peal j=^  most 
strongly  to  the  writer  is  S.  langleyensis,  which

In  1909,  we  grew  30,000,000  acres  of  field 
crops,  valued  at  $533,000,000.  Our  exports  of 
agricnltursl  .products  aggregated  5i>a  per  cent 
of  the  total  exports— more  than  the  exports  of 
the  fisheries  5  per  cent.,  manufactures  12  per 
cent,  mining  15  per  cent,  and  lumber  15  per 
cent.  Our  average  crop  of  wheat  last  year 
vas  213/i  bushels  to  the  acre  as  compared  with 
iSH  in  the  United  Sutes,  8  in  Russia,  29  in 
tiermany,  33)4  in  England,  and  41  in  Scotland. 
That  our  average  in  Canada  is  so  high  is,  un- 
doubtedly diie  in  part  to  the  fact  that  we  are 
each  year  bringing  virgin  territory  under  crop. 

The  agricultural  resources  form  the  "great- 
est asset  posscs.«ed  by  the  people  of  Canada.
